The reply filed on 7/3/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following matter(s): In section 3 of Paper #1 1 , it was indicated that this application 
contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: Invention groups I, and V are directed to a method comprising determining 
genotypes and/or immunotypes of HS cell lines, which genotype encompass any wild- 
type and any genotypes associated with a disease, a disorder, or any nature or 
manipulated gene mutation; and which immunotype comprising many different criteria 
such as listed in figs 4A-B. The invention groups V and I are further directed to different 
methods of genotyping, immunotyping, and different methods of selection. If one of the 
invention groups V or I is elected, further election of a species drawn to a genotyping 
or/and a immunotyping for a particular genotype or immunotype combined with a 
particular method of selection is necessary. However, applicants fail to respond to the 
species election requirement. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must 
include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, 
and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given
